This is a Response to a Restriction Requirement dated July 9, 2008; this response is 
timely filed on Monday, August 11, 2008, since August 9, 2008 fell on a Saturday. 

In response to the Restriction Requirement, Applicant elects Group I, claims 1-15,17- 
20, and 29 for examination. This election is made without traverse. 

In the accompanying Election of Species Requirement, the Examiner identified Species I-

Applicant reserves the right to file a Divisional Application directed to non-elected 
claims 21 - 28.
